I was tnkcu to the Gndct school for 
three years' tulilou, and left iis Coloi- 
Bcrgcaut in the Infantry, I was mar- 
ried at the asc of 22. I did not enjoy 
ray dear wife's presence long. Two 
years Inter she left me for tlic Golden 
City, and I had two dear little ones 
to take cure of. My sister kindly 
offered to take and adopt my little girl 
and hoy. I was very much in despair 
otid almost tired of Hfe for some time 
after, endeavoring to live a Christian 
life, as I had promised the dear oue 
who had gone. I tried In my own 
strength, maklnir a miserable failure. 
t soon began to drift. Becoming reek- 
less, 1 resigned military life and Bank 
deeper Into sin, Icavlug all my friends, 
even my dear aiatcr who luid ao 
kindly cnvcd for ray children. 

In order to escape punlalimout from 
the court of Justice, I canio to Canada 
In the early port of 1884. I landed In 
Quebec, where I found work through 
the Euilsrnnt Agency an farm laborer 
some miles out of town. Shortly after 
I came West to Mnuitoba, and In 
order to try nnd bury my troubles and 
anxiety, I enlisted as a volunteer under 
General Wolseley, While In action at 
Bay at. Paul 

I Received Two Severe Wounds, 

being shot through the right leg and 
right shoulder. After a short Illness 
I started to work as cook. 

During the year 1808 I was nttrae- 
cd one evenlug by the sound of the 
Army march. I followed them to their 
open-air meeting, taking particular In- 
terest in their meetings, tJioiigh I 
didn't venture to the bnrracka dooi's 
for some titne. At last I beenme so 
Interested that I was a regular attend- 
ant, which only brought more con- 
demnation to my soul, I still was 
going down to riilu, gambling and 
betting, losing nearly nil t had. One 
nlglit m an Army meeting, after ii 
great deal of pleading, I made my way 
out to the front. 

A Sweat Paaoe Entered My Saut. 

All was right with my Saviour, i 
was unrolled ns a soldier In Selkirk, 
Man., 1800. D\u'lug the summer of 

1807, through allowing my temper to 
get the best of mc, I lost hold of God, 
going deep Into sm again. Oh, the 
iiguuy of my Hfo ! I tried everything 
for peace to my sonl, but all was In 
vain. At last, ou Christmas night, 

1808, 1 found myself In the Army 
mectlug again, at Kevelstokc, B. C, 
where I started again for Iienven. 
Praise God t 1 nm now enjoying peaei< 
In my soul, and I'm going to meet my 
dear wife In heaven.

fl WRECK is an awful thing, whe- 
ther at sea, on the railway, or n 
human wreck; nnd a rescue of 
any kind, from danger and death, and 
eapccially from sin and hell, la Juat 
as grand nnd glorious as the wreck le 
awful. 

Not long ago a flue boat was plough- 
ing its way from England to America, 
htit la the darkncsa of the night they 
went out of their course, nnd Just off 
the Cornish coast crashed upon the 
rocks. The boat that but a few mfti- 
utes ago was sailing on Us way so 
beautifully, now lies helpless on the* 
rocks. The damage ts serious— she be- 
gins to fill and sink— the lights go oot 
—the passengers beg to be saved, and 
weep and pray— the confusion is better 
Imagined than written. I saw after- 
wards one of the lite buoys used by 
some poor soul; the way it was tied 
showed how the person who used It 
had fastened it on anyhow, just ao 
that It would beep them afloat. They 
did not stop to ask, "What Is the way 
to tie an oithodox knot ?" And wheti 
the person was got to shore, dend or 
alive, they had cut the cord. A woman, 
as the boat was sinking, climbed Into 
the rigging, and held on there, wet wil 
cold, nnd hungry, for hours. At last 
the lite boat came out, but was unable 
to get near the wreck, as the waves 
were breaking and hissing all round 
the mast, as If they were gloating 
over the hundred and add victims 
that tliey had already burled In Ihe 
wreck below and round about It. Fin- 
ally a rope was thrown to the woman. 
She shouted, 

" I m Prspared to do Anytfilng VoH Bid Mb." 

At a favorable moment the Captain of 
the life bont shouted "Jnmp !" And 
without a second thought the womim 
sprang from the rlgglDg Into the rag- 
ing waters, wns soon hauled safely in- 
to tho life boat, and wns saved. 

1 was In Canndn when that sad ac- 
c'ldcut took place at St. George, Ont. 
A train, running at Uie rate ot about 
45 miles nn lionr was Just coming ou- 
to that high bridge, when something 
wont wrong wiih one of the wheela ot 
the engine, which let the engine drop 
onto the sleepers. Instantly the line 
M-as ripped up and one cur dropped 
from the bridge Into the valley, aixty 
loet below. Windows, lamps, seats, 
and the car wore generally wrecked, 
Tho dining ciir came nest nnd one end 
fell, while Oie other end was propped 
up against the bridge. In this car 
many were getting dinner when the 
sni.ish cnmi>. Jlany wore klllei! on' 
the spot ; others wero fasteued in 
amongst tables, seats, stoves, nnd 
were all more oi- ios,s wounded or 
killed. 

In the first csir which tell from the 
bridge was a young hidy who, on 
finding that she was not seriously 
hurt, at once set to work to rescue 
those who were hurt, and even pulled 
off her clothing and made bandages 
to bind up the wounds of her less for- 
tunate fellow-passeugers. This w.as 
beautiful of her, but nil round us 
everywhere are those who have be- 
come wrecks socially nnd aplritually, 
and God has provided a Ilfc-bont big 
enough to anvc them nil. Thousands 
lie wotmder and dying by the wnysldc 
to-day. There Is, in Jesus, a balm for 
cverj' wound and bandages enough 
for every poor broken heart. 

Thank God for nil who have lieatd 
the good news and are saved to-day ! 
Thank God for our Rescue Homes, 
which have euived thousands from Ilve.H 
oC Infamy, and are still toiltUE on ; 
Thank God for every officer and sol- 
dier. W'lio Is seeking to save the lost !

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John the Baptist. 

One of the most remarkable uieii 
whose lives are outlined on the saereil 
page Is John the Baptist, the Forerun- 
ner of the Messiah. He may be re- 
garded both as the lost prophet of the 
old dispensation and the first of the 
new. Although the record of him Is 
comparatively scant, and we arc given 
but glimpses of the wonderful char- 
acter and career of John, yet sufficient 
light Is thrown upon his history to 
cuable us to place him amongst the 
mightiest men of the ages. 

,Tohu. as a preacher, was altogether 
a new style to the people of his age. 
They bad heard of Elijah and the flery 
prophets, who had stirred the blood of 
their forofuthers, but their own ex- 
perience of religious leaders wus very 
dllTerent. The chief priests of the 
synagogue wei'c men who lived In an 
uuchanglug atniosphcre of convention- 
ality and scrupulous decorum. There 
is a good dwil of evidence to the fact 
that I'cliglou had sunk to a low cbi) 
at tills time, and although temples 
were rich and teachers learned, there 
was little of defiulte and devoted 
heart -reverence for the faith of their 
fat!ier.s. 

In such an apathetic nge the rising 
of an enthusiast like John could not 
but exelte wide-spread interest— such 
Hclf-abuegating zcnl and fearless de- 
nunciation of wrong amid such seltish 
case could not but meet with the end 
which robbed the vvurld of the Unpttsl. 

As a character John had all those 
truits which go to nuikc up a leader 
amongst men. He was self-donylug 
In the extreme. Ills hardy nature and 
<letcrnilned will hud learnt to do 
\vltliout the luxuries which mo.<t iiieu 
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of hiB time wotild have counted neces- 
sities. This Is au essential quallllin- 
tlon of a great moral teacher. The 
more he can do without, the more 
leverage he has over the minds, and 
consciences of otlieru. We can hardly 
Imagine anything more simple or eco- 
nomical than the diet of locusts and 
wild honey, the dress of camel's hair 
und tlie homeless abode lu the wilder- 
ness, which made up the environment 
of this great man. 

The second strong trait lu John's 
character was the deflniteness of his 
tenehlng. He denounced sin and de- 
clared for righteousness wlih the 
deelsiou of a hero, and whoever his 
auditors, had the courage to give »it- 
terauue to his convictions. Whether It 
was the poor sinner who had followed 
him to hear hie wayside sermon, or the 
Kingly transgressor, clothed In the 
jiurplc of the Jewish throne. John's 
message was plain and unconditional, 
••i-eiiont." If there were more men 
lo array the armour of a fearless 
tongue on the side of goodness, there 
would be more trembling along the 
lines of wrong. 

John's third strong point was the 
avowed unselfishness of his preaching. 
The "never mind me" spirit \vas never 
absent from his Bpecch. He never 
sought to make the Impression that 
he was the centre of his teaching's at- 
traction. All through he tried to make 
clear to those who followed hlni that 
he was but a "voice," a preparer, and 
that the work he did was hut tli.' 
earnest of One Whose uilnlstr.v shotild 
follow his. 

It was at the hands of such a man 
that our Saviour received the symlml 
of baptism, the outward sign of Ills 
coiumeucitig iiiiulsti',v. To only such

The soldier of Jchub CbriBt will like- 
wlse be defeated by the enemy of souls, 
unless be knows bow, and when, to use 
the weapons which God puts into hiH 
hundB. He may carry a Bible in hiH 
pocket, as niany professing CbriBtianri 
do, yet if he does not know bow to 
bundle tbia "Sword of the Spirit," if hi' 
eunnot make succcHHful use ot it in du- 
fcDBive HB well as aggressive wnrfnr-c 
with Sataa, be will never attuui to tlie
